FURTHER INFORMATION

The highway project would be constructed under traffic with lane closures
controlled by approved temporary traffic control strategies and devices. Access
to adjacent properties would be maintained during construction but may be
limited at times due to phasing requirements. Major signalized intersections will
be phased with 2-way traffic maintained. Minor intersections will be closed and
sequenced during the corresponding construction segments.

TRAFFIC IMPACTS

The proposed construction will consist of removing and replacing pavement.
Curb inlets and storm sewer will be reconstructed. New pedestrian facilities
will be constructed. Based on Traffic recommendations, modifications to
existing turn lanes and additional turn lanes will be added where feasible.
Driveways would be consolidated where possible. Roadway lighting and traffic
signals will also be updated with this project. The need for MS4 mitigation
requires an offsite detention & infiltration basin.
